A Georgia Town 
Dam aged 
and Crop* 
U ntily Injured. 
Dawson, Ga., June I.—A terrific wind 
and hail storm visited Dawson Friday, 
doing considerable damage. Tho storm 
struck the northern part of the city de­ 
stroying a large amount of valuable prop­ 
erty. 
The roofs were blown off the 
Dawson Grocery company’s warehouse, 
the Dawson orate aud box factory, and 
both the Seaboard a u d Central railw ay’s 
freight warehouses, exposing their con­ 
tents to the weather. 
The top and 
smokestack was torn from the compress 
and the Dawson oil mill plant was par* 
tially destroyed, their refinery being a 
total wreck. 
The wind played havoc in 
negro town, totally destroying a great 
many of the houses, completely demol­ 
ishing a new modern church,which has 
just been completed at a cost of nearly 
$8000 and leaving tho large Odd Fellows’ 
hall in a mass of ruins. 
Several fine J 
mules were killed by lightning. Crops , 
in this section are greatly damaged by 
the rain and hail and the fruit crop, 
which was ripening very fast, is badly ; 
injured. 
At Sassur, about seven miles south 
only two houses were blown down. 
At Herod, five miles southeast, one 
store was demolished aud two mules 
killed by flying timbers. 
Three houses were destroyed at Bel­ 
mont, four miles north, and several 
houses unroofed at Parrott, nine miles 
north. 
About 30 houses were destroyed in 
and near Dawson, telephone and tele­ 
graph communication is cut off aud 
electric wires are down leaving the city , 
in darkness. 


BRITISH UNEASY- 


Th* La** A tta** from th * Boar* « •* •» » • 
T h eir D eterm in ed N atora. 
London, Jnne I.—General K itchener’s 
account of the battlo of Vladfontein 
lights up public interest once more in 
the Boer war. 
These facts stand out: 
First, the determined nature of the 
Boer assault upon an entrenched posi­ 
tion GO miles from Johannesburg, and 
secondly, the heavy losses suffered by 
Poth sides. 
This has been the first real 
engagement which has been fought for 
m any months and it is decisive proof 
that the Boers when led by a cool and 
wary general like Delarey can still of­ 
fer strenous resistance to British arms. 
The details of this battle may indicate 
that General Dixon’s force was surpris­ 
ed and that tho casualty list was run 
up to 174 in this way. 
But the Boers, 
in any event, were assailants and were 
not repulsed w ithout severe losses. The 
Boers are also reported to have fought 
w ith exceptional 
gallantry w hile in 
pursuit of General Blunter s convoy. 
A British officer who is on furlough 
after fighting from Oolenao to Lyden- 
bnrg has been predicting th at tho clos­ 
ing skirmishes of the campaign would 
appear on the line of Durban .Johannes­ 
burg railw ay in the vicinity of Heidel­ 
berg and Standorton. 
Both these af­ 
fairs w ithin tho theater of war defined 
by this officer mouth* ago as tho last 
Boer ditch. 
The natural explanation for the fight­ 
ing is that one line after another is 
opening and refugees are returning to 
Johannesburg in small gronps and the 
British are making desperate attem pts 
to frighten them and hope to end the 
w ar in this way.

-A n importanl 
conference on Cuban affair# kook plane 
ut the White House Thursday after­ 
noon. 
There were present with Presi­ 
dent McKinley, Secretary Root, Senator 
Platt, chairman of the senate committee 
on relations with Cuba and Senator 
Spooner of Wisconsin. 
For more than 
An hour aud a half the situation in 
Cuba was considered and when tho con­ 
ference broke up no determination had 
been roached. 
It is expected the whole 
matter will be brought before the cab­ 
inet. 
Secretary Root informed the president 
fully of the definite results of the On- j 
ban convention in adopting tho Platt 
amendment ae amended or interpreted 
by the delegates. 
This information was 
the basis of tbs discussion daring the 
conference. 
The president and his advisers must 
determine whether the Plait amend­ 
ment has been ‘'substantially'’ adopted 
by the convention. 
This is 
prelimi­ 
nary to the withdrawal of the United 
States military foroes from the island of 
Chiba. 
If it should be found that the 
interpretation of the non van Hon is not 
satisfactory to this government quite a 
difficult problem arises, for it seems 
to be the intention of the Onbaus to 
proceed to form a government and that 
the government must be recognized or 
rejected by the president as bs has fall 
power to determine whether the act of 
congress has t«en complied with by the 
convention. 
Those interested in Cuban affairs 
have also discussed the question as to 
whether the new Cuban government be 
recognized. 
The Cuban government 
anil be for some time without the 
machinery to execute its own laws and 
put in operation its own edicts. 
Some 
lawyers say that the 
moment 
the 
Cuban government is recognized the 
authority of the United States ceases 
and there is some question as to who 
•would be responsible for the preserva­ 
tion of law and order as the new gov­ 
ernment would have no troops and no 
police force and would be practically 
powerless should there be any opposi­ 
tion to its decree and orders. The 
question whether the United States 
forces would be warranted in upholding 
the government in executing its orders 
has been raised, also whether the presi­ 
dent of the United States, would be au­ 
thorized as commader-in-chief of the 
army to give orders to our troops further 
than their recall from foreign territory.

This wa# made evident by the fact that 
J. M. Guffey Petroleum company is ne­ 
gotiating at Cleveland, with one of the 
vessel owners on the lake# tor the pur­ 
chase of two whalebaok boats by whioh 
oil may be delivered at all lake point*. 
The J. M Guffey Petroleum company 
now ha# two pipe line# from its wells 
et Beaumont, Tex., to Port Arthur, Id 
miles away and up Sabine Pass where 
there is alway# sufficient water for the 
largest steamers. 
The pipe lines are 
6-inch and 10-inch and through them 
20,000 barrel# of oil can be delivered 
from the wells to a steamer in 24 hours. 
The wells now flowing are producing 
over 100,000 barrels of oil a day. 
* It is possible to load the tank steam* 
cfs at Port Arthur with oil, send them 
around by the gulf, the Atlantic ocean, 
the St. Lawrence river and the Welland 
canal into the chain of great lakes and 
deliver the oil in less than 30 day#. 
It is estimated that for fuel purposes 
three and one-half barrels of oil is equal 
to a ton of the best Pittsburg coal. 
On

petition with Pittsburg ooal at all lake 
points and contiguous territory, where 
ooal is worth over $3 . 50 a ton.
